ria can be viewed with the gravest
ooncern by the goverament of the
United States,

"It constitutes a monopoly which is
a distinet breach of the stipulstions
of the treaties concluded batween
China and forelgn powers and there-
by seriourly affects the pights of Am-

enlonn  oltizons,
“It restiricis th-blL rightful trade, ex-
poning It to ng discriminated

against, Interferred with or otherwise
Jeopardizged, and ngl’unfly tends 1o per-
manently Impairing China's soverelgn
rights in this part of the ampire,
while tt meriously interferes with her
ability o meet International obliga-
tlonm,

“Furthermore, such u concesslon on
China's part would undoubledly be
followed by demands from other pow-
similar equal extensive ad-
vantuges ¢lsewhere In the Chingse em-
pire, and the (neviable result must
be the complete wreek of the polley
of absolute equality of treatment to
all natlons respecting  trade, naviga-
tlon and commerce within the em-
plres confines,

“Om the other hand, the attalnment
by one power of such exclusive privi-
leges for the commercial organizations
of It nationality conflicts with the
assurnnees repeatedly conveyd to this
wovernment by the (mperdal Russian
ministry §f foreign affairs of the im-
perial government's Intentlon to fol-
low the policy of the open door as ad-
vocated by the government of the
United States and acoepted by all the
treaty powers having commerdal n-
teresis (n the empire.

"M Is for these reasons that the gov-
ernment of the United States, now as
formerly anlmated by the sincerest
desire of Insuring to the whole world
the benefits of full and falr Intercourse
between China and the nationm on a
fosting of equal rights and advantages
to all, submMs the above to the sarn-
st consjderation of the Imperial gov-
ernment of China and Russia, con-
fident thatjthey will give weight to its
lmpoﬂnmv\ and that. they will adopt
such.mensures as will reliove the just
and natural anxlety of the United
Btates.”

“It has been  understood here from
the outset that the terms of the Brit-
Wh-Japanese government to prevent
the Integrily of China was submitted
In advance to President Roosevell and
Seoretary Hay and approved by them.

country will necessarily resent any
fallure on the part of Russin to re-
deem the pledge It made to President
McKinley that the open door polley
should be applled to Manchurla

“Appurently Secretary Hay waited
until after the Britivh-Jaimmnese trealy
was made publie so that the note of
the Tinited States might have all of
the welght of anl indorsement of that
irenty. 1t Is belleved hare also that
Germany wrole & simllsr note
Russia and that, while the emperor
was unwiling to participate In an aMl-
anod with Engladd and Jepan, he was
averse to letting the csar khow that
Gemmuny's  Intefesta In  the Orient
would be Jealously guanded.

“It s expected, In fact, that CGer-
many and the United Btates will be
found o by ovcupying the same powsl-
tion, and thus the-resuit will be that
Rusin and France will be armrayed
on one side and, Great Brialn, Ger-
many, Jepan and the Upld States
un the other.
